The bill provides that after Jan. 1, 
.1921, in place of the taxes named, 
there shall be collected taxes as fol- | 
lows: | 

One cent for each $1 ° or fraction | 
thereof of the amount paid for any | 

article of merchandise “for -con- 
qumption or use”’’ up to $500, and 5 

‘ents for each $1 on any article sold 
iw more than $500. Where more 
than one article is sold in one! 
transaction, the tax would be based | 
on thé total amount paid. | 

One-half of one cent for each $1 | 
on all real estate sales of $500 and 

above. 

One cent for each $1 on sales of 
all raw materials taken from mines, 
woodlands, waters and so forth. 

The tax would be paid by the 
buyer to the seller at the time of 
the sale, and turned over by the sel- 
ler to the Government under regula- 
tions laid down by the Treasury. 

It has been shown that the excess 
profits tax puts a brake on produc- 
tion at a time when production is the 
vital need of the country. The con- 
sumption tax, it is argued by its pro- 
ponents, would put the brake where 
it belongs—that is, on demand-—-and 
thus reduce prices. Not only would | 
the consumption tax restrain exces- 
sive buying, but, proceeds the argu- 
ment, it would make for economy in 
Government. 

Iiffect of New Tax. 

So far from being a concealed tax | 
‘like that now exacted through the 
‘workings of the excess profits levy, 
it would be an obvious, glaring tax, 
frankly staring at the eonsumer 
from the face of.a revenue stamp 
every time he makes a purchase. 
The natural effect, it is held, would 
‘be to awaken in the consumer a 
deep interest in the expenses of his 
‘Government; and this awakened in- ' 
_terest, shown tn close scrutiny of 
Government expenditures, would ul- 
timately force the Government toa 
policy of rigid economy. 

The consumption tax, it {s further 
pointed out, would be an exact tax, 
whereas the excess profits tax, as 
pald by the consumer indirectly in 
the form of higher prices, is a mat- 
ter of guesswork. FEven if the cona- 


‘sumption tax should be imposed at 


every stage from raw material to 
finished product, as the excess prof- 
its tax fs now taken, still the agere- 
kate would be less than the present 
accumulation, which represents not 
the exact tax that the seller pays to 
the Government, but his liberal es- 
imate of what that tax will be. | 

Moreover, under a consumption 
tax, the Government would not have- 
to wait for its money. The tax on ' 
. sale would have been paid to the 
Government, for the necessary 
stamp, before the sale, 

Now Held in Reserve, 

Under the present system, the tax 
is taken from the consumer as part 
of the purchase price, but it does not

Premier in Discussing Rela- 
tions of That Country With 
U. S. Declares His Nation

ANSWERS CRITICISM 
ON HANDLING FINANCES 


Doesn’t Ask for Cancellation 
of Any Obligations but 
Time to Recover Strength 
‘After Exhausting War. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, March 16.—Premier Mil- 
lerand yesterday put aside the Ger- 
|man crisis long enough to discuss the 
relations between France and the 
United States and the conditions of 
international credit. He said to the 
| representative of the Associated 
| Press: 
| “France and the United States 
must continue the ‘close friendship 
which has been maintained between 
the two countries. No fleeting mis- 
understandings must be allowed to 
,urouble their relations. To that end 
‘the sooner miscénceptions are dis- 
'sipated the better. 

“Without going into the purely 
‘political questions, it appears to me 
'@n opportune time to recall now tv 
‘our friend, the United States, that 
France is not asking for charity. 
The greater part of money France 
borrowed abroad was spent in the 
common interest of all the civilized 
countries—a fact which might form 
the basis of a claim for special con- 
sideration, but such is not our in- 
tention. 

Ask Time to Breathe. 

“We don’t request a cancellation 
of our debts. We only ask time to 
breathe and to recover our strength 
after four and a half years of ex- 
| hsusting war. Our propositions are 
those which any debtor would feel 
right in making in the interest of 
both himself and his creditor.” 

Given Blood and Money. 

“We have given our blood, we 
i\have given our money.: To ask us 
inow to give more than double our 
|debt is an anomaly that cannot fail 
'to strike the most impartial judges.” 

After mentioning the suggestion 
‘made by the United States that 
France could raise the value of the 
franc by increasing exportations, 
Premier Millerand said that the 
question appeared to be imperfectly 
understood by the American people.
